“the health of the people in the last 
three years has been specially good. 
In spite of unprecedented conditions, 
in the last three years we have had 
the most satisfactory health condi- 
tions in Alberta's history. This same 
condition prevails in other Canadian 
provinces and sections of the United 
States’’. 

..Dr. Bow said that under prevailing 
conditions it. was only to be expeet- 
ed that the people would be adversely 
affected in health.
